And all and every Perſon and Perſons, who ſhall pluck up, or cut, or 
ſpoil, or deſtroy, or take, or carry away, any Root, Shrub, or Plant, out 
of the Fields, Nurſeries, Gardens, or Garden-Grounds, or other cultivated 
Lands of any Perſon or Perſons whomſoever, and convicted as afore- 
ſaid, ſhall, for the firſt Offence, forfeit and pay ſuch Sum, not exceeding 
Forty Shillings, with the Charges as the Juſtice ſhall ſeem meet : For the

And all and every Perſon and Perſons, who ſhall go into the Woods,
